The ship lines on small rivers in the RSFSR are organized on 220 rivers 
having a total length of 27,000 kilometers. Various types of freight are 
carried, including agricultural products, construction mater tala, petroleum 
?**?$*> *° Ul > paat * ^fionger transport has ii-oreased continually. 

twice as much freight was transported over snail rivers as in 1947, 
and in May 194-9, freight transport was double that of Ifay 1946. 

Additional ships are continually being made for the small river fleet. 

A number of shipbuilding and ship-repair enterprises have been built which 
are producing, a^ng other kinds of ships, new types of cutters and barges. 
Anew tug cutter with 150 -horsepower oapacity has recently been built. A 
90 -horsepower cutter is under construction now. Production of barses f<r 
fuel transport has been started. 

At present, preparations are being made to open up new water routes for 
transport purposes. Machines for dredging and deepening rivers have been 
produce! and surveys are now bein': conducted. 

, J> H2 l0Iin ® nt 0f aml 1 rivera lfl closely allied with construction of 
rural CSSs. The Oorel'skiy and Maaontovskly kolkhoz hydroelectric power 
plants have already been put into operation on the Tena River. The Tan*, 
has been made navigable and its waters are also used for irrigation 
Construction work on the Tena is continning.

cases of ice blocking. A large ice obstruction formed, within the city limits 
between the docks and the meat combine . The obstruction has lasted 2 days 
nm Is threatening, to flocd a considerable part of the city.

stall the flood* such as blasting in the vicinity of the meat combine, but 
the water level has not changed. Work has been started on strengthening 
the shore embankment in the vicinity of Praletarskaya and Tokhtarov streets 
and on constructing a eeoond embankment to meet the approach cf ice from 
Bukhtar^a and the expected rise in the water level. 

The commission has also taken a number of measures co organize bread 
supplies and transport. The bread combine has reserves cf bread and ie 
providing uninterrupted supply to the population. The commission does not 
espect the high water level to lost for a long period. 

flHTTJTA RTVER NAVIGATION STARTS -- tabaykal 1 skiy Raboohiy, Ho 83, 29 Apr i+9 

Navigation has started on the Shilka River which is now completely free 
of ice. The eteaa cutter Tunguska made the first voyage, a scouting trip 
from Sretenak to the village of Pokrovka, on 2? April. The steamer Kngels 
made its first trip from Sretenak to Ust'-Karak on 29 A ,rll. The entire 
fleet and port facilities have been completely repaired*. 
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
